CFD  and  preliminarily  establishing  an  appropriations  limit  for  the  CFD,  all  pursuant  to  the 
Mello-Roos  Community  Facilities  Act  of  1982,  as  amended,  constituting  Chapter  2.5  of  Part  1 
of  Division  2  of  Title  5,  commencing  with  Section  53311,  of  the  California  Government  Code

Francisco  Community  Facilities  District  No.  2014-1  (Transbay  Transit  Center)"  (the  "Election 
Resolution")  heretofore  adopted  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  propositions  of  the  levy  of 
the  special  tax,  the  establishment  of  the  appropriations  limit,  and  the  incurring  of  bonded 
indebtedness  and  other  debt  were  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  CFD  as  required 
by  the  provisions  of  the  Mello-Roos  Act;  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Election  Resolution  which  are  by  this 
reference  incorporated  herein,  the  special  election  has  been  held  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  has  on  file  a  Canvass  and  Statement  of  Results  of  Election  (the  "Canvass")  a 
copy  of  which  is  attached  hereto  as  Exhibit  A;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  the  Canvass,  finds  it  appropriate 
and  wishes  to  complete  its  proceedings  for  the  CFD;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  foregoing  recitals  are  all  true  and  correct;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  issues  presented  at  the  special  election  were  the  levy 
of  a  special  tax  within  the  CFD,  the  incurring  of  bonded  indebtedness  and  other  debt  in  the 
maximum  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $1 ,400,000,000  and  the  establishment  of  an  annual 
appropriations  limit  of  not  to  exceed  $300,000,000,  all  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  of  Formation 
and  the  Resolution  of  Necessity;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  Canvass 
and  finds  that  it  shall  be  a  permanent  part  of  the  record  of  its  proceedings  for  the  CFD. 
Pursuant  to  the  Canvass,  the  issues  presented  at  the  special  election  were  approved  by  the 
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qualified  electors  of  tine  CFD  by  more  tiian  two-tliirds  (2/3)  of  the  votes  cast  at  the  special 
election;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  pursuant  to  the  voter  approval,  the  CFD  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  fully  formed  with  the  authority  to  levy  the  special  taxes,  to  incur  the  approved 
bonded  indebtedness  and  other  debt  and  to  have  the  established  appropriations  limit,  all  as 
heretofore  provided  in  these  proceedings  and  in  the  Mello-Roos  Act.  It  is  hereby  found  that  all 
prior  proceedings  and  actions  taken  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  with  respect  to  the  CFD 
were  valid  and  in  conformity  with  the  Mello-Roos  Act;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  directed 
to  complete,  execute  and  cause  to  be  recorded  in  the  Office  of  the  Assessor-Recorder  a 
notice  of  special  tax  lien  in  the  form  required  by  the  Mello-Roos  Act,  such  recording  to  occur 
no  later  than  fifteen  (15)  days  following  adoption  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  this 
resolution;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Resolution  shall  take  effect  upon  its  adoption.

WHEREAS,  On  December  16,  2014,  the  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  468-14  (the 
"Prior  Resolution")  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Community 
Facility  District  No.  2014-1  (Transbay  Transit  Center)  special  tax  bonds  in  an  amount  not  to 
exceed  $1,400,000,000,  and  on  December  19,  2014,  the  Mayor  signed  the  Prior  Resolution; 
and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  has  determined  to  repeal  the  Prior  Resolution  and  adopt  a  new 
resolution  in  its  place,  the  recitals  and  determinations  to  read  as  provided  below;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  23,  2009,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  considered  and 
adopted  "Local  Goals  and  Policies  for  Community  Facilities  Districts  and  Special  Tax  Districts" 
(the  "Goals  and  Policies"),  which  Goals  and  Policies,  among  other  things,  relate  to  the 
formation  of  community  facilities  districts  under  the  Mello-Roos  Community  Facilities  Act  of 
1982,  as  amended,  constituting  Chapter  2.5  of  Part  1  of  Division  2  of  Title  5  (commencing  with 
Section  5331 1)  of  the  California  Government  Code  (the  "Mello-Roos  Act");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  conducted  proceedings  under  and  pursuant 
to  the  Mello-Roos  Act  to  form  "City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Community  Facilities  District 
No.  2014-1  (Transbay  Transit  Center)"  (the  "CFD"),  to  authorize  the  levy  of  special  taxes  upon 
the  land  within  the  CFD  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  bonds  and  other  debt  (as  defined  in 
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the  Mello-Roos  Act)  secured  by  said  special  taxes  for  the  purpose  of  financing  certain  public 
improvements  (the  "Facilities"),  all  as  described  in  those  proceedings;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  rate  and  method  of  apportionment  of  special  taxes  for  the  CFD  is  in 
compliance  with  the  Mello-Roos  Act  and  the  Goals  and  Policies;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  now  wishes  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  one  or 
more  series  of  special  tax  bonds  to  finance  a  portion  of  the  Facilities  and  related  costs  and 
expenses,  and  there  has  been  submitted  to  this  Board  of  Supervisors  a  form  of  Fiscal  Agent 
Agreement  (the  "Fiscal  Agent  Agreement")  providing  for  the  issuance  of  the  special  tax  bonds 
for  the  CFD  in  one  or  more  series  and  the  use  of  the  proceeds  of  those  bonds,  and  this  Board 
of  Supervisors  with  the  aid  of  its  staff  has  reviewed  the  Fiscal  Agent  Agreement  and  found  it 
to  be  in  proper  order;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  foregoing  recitals  are  true  and  correct;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  Resolution  No.  468-14  is  hereby  repealed  and  of  no 
further  effect;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  pursuant  to  the  Mello-Roos  Act,  this  Resolution  and  the 
Fiscal  Agent  Agreement  (including  one  or  more  supplements  thereto,  as  provided  in  the  Fiscal 
Agent  Agreement),  one  or  more  series  of  special  tax  bonds  designated  the  "City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  Community  Facilities  District  No.  2014-1  (Transbay  Transit  Center)  Special 
Tax  Bonds,"  (the  "Bonds")  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  One  Billion  Four 
Hundred  Million  Dollars  ($1,400,000,000)  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued  from  time  to 
time.  The  Bonds  shall  be  secured  by  a  pledge  of  and  payable  from  proceeds  of  the  special 
tax  levied  in  the  CFD.  The  Bonds  shall  be  dated;  be  executed  in  the  form  and  denominations; 
be  registered;  mature;  be  payable  at  the  place,  on  the  interest  payment  dates  and  in  the 
priorities  and  manner;  bear  interest  at  the  rates;  and  be  subject  to  the  terms  of  redemption 
and  other  terms  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  Fiscal  Agent  Agreement  as  finally  executed  and 
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delivered  (including  one  or  more  supplements  thereto);  provided,  however,  that  the  Fiscal 
Agent  Agreement  shall  not  (a)  authorize  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Bonds  in  excess  of 
One  Billion  Four  Hundred  Million  Dollars  ($1,400,000,000);  (b)  provide  for  an  average  interest 
rate  on  the  Bonds  in  excess  of  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  applicable  law  at  the  time  of  the 
sale  of  the  Bonds;  or  (c)  provide  for  a  maturity  of  any  series  of  the  Bonds  in  excess  of  30 
years.  The  proceeds  of  the  bonds  and  other  revenues,  including  special  tax  revenues,  shall 
be  invested  and  special  tax  revenues  and  other  funds  available  to  the  CFD  may  be  used  to 
make  payment  to  the  United  States  of  any  excess  investment  earnings  required  to  be  rebated 
by  federal  law  all  as  set  forth  in  the  Fiscal  Agent  Agreement;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  issuance  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  compliance 
with  the  Mello-Roos  Act  and  this  Resolution.  The  Bonds  shall  not  be  issued  until  such  time  as, 
except  as  otherwise  permitted  by  Section  53345.8  of  the  Mello-Roos  Act,  the  value  of  the  real 
property  subject  to  special  taxes  levied  in  the  CFD  is  at  least  three  times  the  principal  amount 
of  the  Bonds  to  be  issued  and  the  principal  amount  of  all  other  bonds  and  other  debt  that  will 
be  outstanding  following  issuance  of  the  Bonds  that  are  secured  by  (i)  a  special  tax  levied 
pursuant  to  the  Mello-Roos  Act  on  property  within  the  CFD  or  (ii)  a  special  assessment  levied 
on  property  within  the  CFD;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  the  form  of 
the  Fiscal  Agent  Agreement  by  and  between  the  City  and  a  fiscal  agent  (the  "Fiscal  Agent") 
with  respect  to  the  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  form  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.

WHEREAS,  The  Association  of  Bay  Area  Governments  (ABAG)  applied  for  a 
Proposition  84  Integrated  Regional  Water  Management  Program  Grant  from  the  State  of 
California,  Department  of  Water  Resources  (DWR)  to  help  fund  the  implementation  and 
operation  of  19  local,  subregional,  and  regional  water  conservation,  water  recycling, 
ecosystem  restoration,  green  infrastructure,  and  flood  management-watershed  projects  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  participating  local  agencies,  including  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (SFPUC);  and 

WHEREAS,  DWR  awarded  ABAG  a  grant  of  $20,000,000  in  State  funds;  and 

WHEREAS,  DWR  and  ABAG  have  entered  into  Grant  Agreement  No.  4600010575, 
whereby  State  grant  funds  will  be  disbursed  by  DWR  to  ABAG,  the  fiscal  agent  for  the  grant

Resolution  imposing  Interim  zoning  controls  requiring  conditional  use  authorization  for 
any  new  massage  establishments,  for  eighteen  months;  and  making  findings,  including 
environmental  findings,  and  findings  of  consistency  with  the  eight  priority  policies  of 
Planning  Code,  Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  to  temporarily  suspend  the  processing  of  certain  applications  for  land  use 
authorizations  which  may  be  in  conflict  with  a  contemplated  zoning  proposal  which  the  City  is 
studying,  or  intends  to  study  within  a  reasonable  time.  This  allows  time  for  the  orderly 
completion  of  a  planning  study  and  for  the  adoption  of  appropriate  legislation,  ensuring  that 
the  legislative  scheme  which  may  be  ultimately  adopted  is  not  undermined  during  the  planning 
and  legislative  process  by  the  approval  or  issuance  of  permits  or  the  establishment  or  change 
of  uses  which  will  conflict  with  that  legislative  scheme;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  considers 
the  impact  on  the  public  health,  safety,  peace  and  general  welfare  if  the  proposed  controls  are 
not  imposed;  and 

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  factors  that  this  Board  considers  is  the  preservation  of 
neighborhoods  and  areas  of  mixed  residential  and  commercial  uses,  to  protect  the  existing 
character  of  such  neighborhoods  and  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  Another  factor  to  be  considered  is  the  development  and  conservation  of 
the  commerce  and  industry  of  the  City,  to  maintain  the  economic  vitality  of  the  City,  provide 
its  citizens  with  adequate  jobs  and  business  opportunities,  and  maintain  adequate  services 
for  its  residents,  visitors,  businesses,  and  institutions;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  recent  years,  state  law  has  had  a  preemptive  effect  on  the  ability  of 
cities  and  counties  to  use  their  zoning  power  to  regulate  massage  establishments;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  lack  of  local  regulation  has  led  to  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
massage  establishments  that  have  opened  in  San  Francisco,  especially  in  some  areas  of  the 
City  that  now  exhibit  a  significant  concentration  of  such  establishments;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  increased  number  of  massage  establishments  and  their  concentration 
in  some  areas  appears  to  negatively  affect  the  character  and  vitality  of  the  City's 
neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  Often  the  exterior  of  these  massage  establishments  includes  features 
such  as  window  coverings,  locked  doors,  and  video  cameras,  which  are  uninviting  and  have  a 
negative  impact  on  the  pedestrian  experience  and  the  neighborhood  fabric;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  lack  of  regulation  has  allowed  many  illicit  massage  establishments  to 
open.  These  establishments  are  often  involved  in  or  related  to  criminal  acts  such  as  human 
trafficking,  and  other  human  rights  violations;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  illicit  massage  establishments  are  detrimental  to  the  health  and 
safety  of  the  community  and  harm  the  local  economy,  as  they  drive  legitimate  business  away, 
potentially  affecting  the  vitality  of  neighborhoods  and  the  provision  of  adequate  services  for 
residents  and  visitors  alike;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  September  2014,  the  Legislature  passed,  and  Governor  Brown  signed. 
Assembly  Bill  No.  1147  ("A.B.  1147"),  which,  among  other  things,  amended  state  regulation  of 
massage  practitioners  to  remove  restrictions  on  local  land  use  authority  and  enable  local 
governments  to  more  effectively  zone  and  regulate  massage  establishments;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  light  of  A.B.  1 147,  the  City  is  studying  how  to  best  amend  its  local  laws 
to  regulate  massage  establishments  under  the  new  state  law  provisions,  both  to  prevent  illicit 
establishments  from  opening  up  and  operating,  and  to  better  ensure  that  lawful  massage 
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establishments  develop  in  harmony  with  the  City's  neighborhoods,  character,  and  commercial 
base;  and 

WHEREAS,  These  interim  controls  are  intended  and  designed  to  ensure  that  the  City 
approves  no  new  massage  establishments  without  full  consideration  by  the  Planning 
Commission,  as  part  of  a  conditional  use  requirement,  while  the  City  is  considering  how  to

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  for  the  purpose  of  these  interim  controls,  "massage 
establishment"  shall  mean,  as  defined  in  Section  29.1  of  the  Health  Code,  "a  fixed  place  of 
business  where  more  than  one  person  engages  in  or  carries  on,  or  permits  to  be  engaged  in 
or  carried  on,  the  practice  of  massage;"  whether  it  is  categorized  as  a  "massage 
establishment"  (under  Sections  218  1,  790.60  and  890.60  of  the  Planning  Code)  or  as  a 
"medical  service"  (under  Sections  790.14  and  890.14  of  such  Code);  and  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  Resolution,  the 
establishment  of  any  massage  establishments  in  the  City  shall  be  subject  to  a  conditional  use 
authorization;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  in  addition  to  the  criteria  listed  in  Section  303  of  the 
Planning  Code,  when  reviewing  a  conditional  use  application  for  a  new  massage

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  controls  shall  remain  in  effect  for  eighteen 
months  from  the  effective  date  of  this  Resolution,  or  until  the  adoption  of  permanent  legislation 
regarding  regulation  of  massage  establishments  in  the  City,  whichever  first  occurs;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  these  interim  zoning  controls  advance  and  are  consistent 
with  Priority  Policies  established  in  Planning  Code  Section  101.1(b),  particularly  Policies  1 
and  2,  in  that  they  attempt  to  preserve  and  enhance  the  character  and  vitality  of  one  of  the 
City's  neighborhoods.  With  respect  to  Priority  Policies  3, 4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8,  the  Board  finds  that 
these  interim  zoning  controls  do  not,  at  this  time,  have  an  effect  upon,  and  thus  will  not  conflict 
with  those  policies.

WHEREAS,  Human  trafficking  is  defined  as  the  "action  of  recruitment,  transportation, 
transfer,  harboring  or  receipt  of  persons  by  means  of  threat  or  use  of  force,  coercion, 
abduction,  fraud,  deception,  abuse  of  power  or  vulnerability,"  according  to  the  United  Nations' 
Trafficking  in  Persons  Protocol;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Department  of  State  estimates  that  over  20,000^0,000  people 
are  trafficked  into  the  United  States  each  year  for  involuntary  servitude  or  modern-day 
slavery;  and

appropriations  limit  is  to  be  determined,  and  adjusted  for  other  changes  required  or 
permitted  by  Article  XIII  B  of  the  California  Constitution;"  and

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  the  Transbay  Redevelopment 
Project  Area,  as  adopted  by  Ordinance  No.  124-05  (June  23,  2005)  and  by  Ordinance  No.  99- 
06  (May  19,  2006)  ("Redevelopment  Plan"),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  ("Board  of  Supervisors")  shall  approve  the  sale  or  lease  of  certain  parcels  by 
the  Successor  Agency  to  the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(the  "Former  Agency"  or  "Successor  Agency,"  also  commonly  known  as  the  Office  of 
Investment  and  Infrastructure  ("OCII"))  under  the  standards  of  Section  33433  of  the  California 
Community  Redevelopment  Law;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  adopted  the  Transbay 
Redevelopment  Project  Area  (the  "Project  Area")  in  order  to  undertake  a  variety  of  projects 
and  activities  to  alleviate  blighting  conditions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Legislature  in  2003  enacted  Assembly  Bill  812  ("AB  812") 
authorizing  the  demolition  of  the  historic  Transbay  Terminal  building  and  the  construction  of 
the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center  ("TTC")  (Stat.

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an  additional  10%  "shall  be  available  to"  moderate  income  households  if  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  ("City")  adopted  a  redevelopment  plan  providing  for  the  financing  of  the

WHEREAS,  In  2003,  in  an  agreement  with  the  Transbay  Joint  Pow/ers  Authority 
("TJPA")  and  the  City,  the  State  agreed  to  transfer  approximately  10  acres  of  State-ov^ned 
property  ("State-owned  parcels")  in  and  around  the  then-existing  Transbay  Terminal  to  the 
City  and  the  TJPA,  which  would  then  sell  the  State-owned  parcels  and  use  the  revenues  from 
the  sales  to  finance  the  Center  ("Cooperative  Agreement").  The  City  agreed,  among  other 
things,  to  commit  the  property  tax  revenue  from  the  State-owned  parcels  through  its 
Redevelopment  Agency  to  the  Center.  Under  the  Cooperative  Agreement,  the  State  relied  on 
tax  increment  financing  under  a  redevelopment  plan  to  improve  and  sell  the  parcels;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Redevelopment  Plan  provided  for  the  financing  of  the  TTC  and 
established  a  program  for  the  Former  Agency  to  redevelop  and  revitalize  the  blighted  Project 
Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  TJPA  and  the  Former  Agency  executed  an  agreement 
("Implementation  Agreement"),  which  required  the  Former  Agency  to  take  the  lead  role  in 
facilitating  the  development  of  the  State-owned  parcels.  Specifically,  the  Implementation 
Agreement  required  the  Former  Agency  to:  (1)  prepare  and  sell  the  State-owned  parcels  to 
third  parties,  (2)  deposit  the  sale  proceeds  into  a  trust  account  to  help  the  TJPA  pay  the  cost 
of  constructing  the  TTC,  (3)  implement  the  Redevelopment  Plan  to  enhance  the  financial 
feasibility  of  the  Project,  and  (4)  fund  the  state-mandated  affordable  housing  program;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2008,  the  City,  the  Former  Agency  and  the  TJPA  entered  into  an 
agreement  that  granted  options  to  the  Former  Agency  to  acquire  the  State-owned  parcels, 
arrange  for  development  of  the  parcels,  and  distribute  the  net  tax  increment  to  the  TJPA  to 
use  for  the  Center  ("Option  Agreement").  The  Option  Agreement  provided  the  means  by 
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which  the  Former  Agency  could  fulfill  its  obligations  under  the  Implementation  Agreement  to 
prepare  and  sell  the  State-owned  parcels,  including  Blocks  2-12  and  Parcel  F  (Section  2.1  of 
the  Option  Agreement  at  p.  4);  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  1,  2012,  the  Former  Redevelopment  Agency  was  dissolved 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  California  State  Assembly  Bill  No.  IX  26  (Chapter  5,  Statutes  of 
2011-12,  First  Extraordinary  Session)  ("AB  26"),  codified  in  relevant  part  in  California's  Health 
and  Safety  Code  Sections  34161  -  34168  and  upheld  by  the  California  Supreme  Court  in 
California  Redevelopment  Assoc.  v.  Matosantos.  No.  SI  94861  (Dec.  29,  201 1 ).  On  June  27, 


2012,  AB  26  was  subsequently  amended  in  part  by  California  State  Assembly  Bill  No.  1484 
(Chapter  26,  Statutes  of  201 1-12)  ("AB  1484").  (Together,  AB  26  and  AB  1484  are  referred  to 
as  the  "Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law.");  and 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Redevelopment  Dissolution  Law,  all  of  the  Former 
Redevelopment  Agency's  assets  (other  than  certain  housing  assets)  and  obligations  were 
transferred  to  the  Office  of  Community  Investment  and  Infrastructure  ("OCII"),  as  Successor 
Agency  to  the  Former  Agency;  and 

WHEREAS,  Block  9,  also  identified  as  Lot  120,  Assessor's  Block  3736,  is  an 
approximately  31,564-square-foot  parcel  on  Folsom  Street  west  of  First  Street,  two  blocks 
south  of  the  future  Transbay  Transit  Center  (the  "Site");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  12,  2012,  the  Successor  Agency  complied  with  its 
obligations  under  the  Implementation  Agreement  by  issuing  a  Request  for  Proposals  (the 
"RFP")  from  development  teams  to  design  and  develop  a  high-density,  mixed-income 
residential  project  on  Block  9  in  the  Project  Area;  and 

WHEREAS,  Three  proposals  were  received  and  deemed  to  meet  the  minimum 
threshold  requirements  defined  in  the  RFP.  Based  on  evaluation  of  the  written  proposals,  as 
well  as  interviews  with  each  team,  the  proposal  from  Avant  Housing,  LLC  and  Essex  Portfolio, 
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LP.  with  BRIDGE  Housing  Corporation  (BRIDGE),  Skidmore  Owings  &  Merrill  LLP  ("SOM"), 
and  Fougeron  Architecture  ("Fougeron")  was  scored  the  highest  by  a  selection  panel 
comprised  of  Successor  Agency  staff,  City  staff,  and  a  representative  from  the  Transbay 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee  ("CAC").  The  proposal  included  a  purchase  price  of 
$43,320,000  payable,  at  the  transfer  of  title,  into  the  trust  account  established  by  the  TJPA 
("Trust  Account");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  16,  2013,  the  Commission  on  Community  Investment  and 
Infrastructure  (the  "Commission"),  authorized  staff  to  enter  into  exclusive  negotiations  for  the 
development  of  Block  9  with  the  development  team  lead  by  Avant  Housing,  LLC  and  Essex 
Portfolio,  L  P.  (together  "Block  9  Transbay,  LLC")  with  BRIDGE  Housing  Corporation 
("BRIDGE");  and 

WHEREAS,  On  April  15,  2013,  the  California  Department  of  Finance  ("DOF") 
determined  "finally  and  conclusively,"  under  Cal.  Health  &  Safety  Code  §  34177.5  (i),  that  the 
Implementation  Agreement,  AB  812,  and  the  Transbay  Redevelopment  Project  Tax  Increment 
Allocation  and  Sales  Proceeds  Pledge  Agreement  ("Pledge  Agreement")  are  enforceable 
obligations.  The  Implementation  Agreement  and  several  other  Transbay  obligations  require 
OCII  to  take  the  actions  proposed  by  this  Resolution;  and 

WHEREAS,  Block  9  Transbay,  LLC  currently  anticipates  that  the  development  to  be 
constructed  will  consist  of  the  following  components  on  Block  9:  (1)  a  residential  project  with 
approximately  545  total  units  comprised  of  80  percent  market-rate  units  (approximately  436 
units)  and  20  percent  below  market  rate  units,  but  not  less  than  109  units,  affordable  to 
households  earning  up  to  50%  Area  Median  Income  (the  "BMR  Units")  ("Project")  it  being 
understood  that  the  top  21  floors  of  the  building  will  be  comprised  solely  of  Market  Rate  Units 
(the  "Market  Rate  Project")  and  the  bottom  21  floors  will  be  comprised  of  some  Market  Rate 
Units  and  all  of  the  BMR  Units,  integrated  throughout  the  bottom  21  floors  in  a  unit  mix  that  is 
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representative  of  the  total  market  rate  units  throughout  the  Project  (the  "Affordable  Project") 
and  that  the  Market  Rate  Project  and  the  Affordable  Project  may  be  legally  configured  in  a 
manner  determined  by  the  Developer,  including  but  not  limited  to,  one  or  more  air  rights 
subdivisions,  so  long  as  such  configuration  complies  v/ith  the  then  current  and  applicable 
federal,  state,  and  local  laws,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations;  (2)  streetscape 
improvements,  including  the  construction  of  certain  improvements  on  Clementina  Alley;  (3) 
ground  floor  retail  spaces  on  Folsom  Street;  (4)  shared  mid-block  open  space;  and  (5)  off- 
street  parking  in  an  underground  garage;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  16,  2015,  the  Commission  approved  the  DDA  and  the 
exercise  of  OCH's  option  to  acquire  Block  9  from  the  TJPA  pursuant  to  the  Option  Agreement; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Block  9,  a  TJPA-owned  parcel,  which  will  be  transferred  to  OCII,  located 
on  Folsom  Street  between  Essex  and  First  Streets,  Assessor's  Block  No.  3736,  Lot  No.  120, 
San  Francisco,  California,  in  the  Project  Area,  is  an  underutilized  lot  currently  improved  by  a 
surface  parking  lot  ("Property");  and 

WHEREAS,  Notice  of  the  public  hearing  has  been  published  consistent  with  Health  and 
Safety  Code  Section  33433;  and 

WHEREAS,  OCII  prepared  and  submitted  a  report  consistent  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  33433  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code,  including  a  copy  of  the  proposed  DDA,  and  a 
summary  of  the  transaction  describing  the  cost  of  the  DDA  to  OCII,  the  value  of  the  property 
interest  to  be  conveyed,  the  purchase  price  and  other  information,  which  was  made  available 
for  public  inspection;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
does  hereby  find  and  determine  that  the  sale  of  the  Property  from  OCII  to  Block  9  Transbay, 
LLC,  a  Delaware  Corporation:  1)  includes  consideration  to  be  received  by  OCII  that  is  not  less 
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than  the  fair  reuse  value  at  the  use  and  with  the  covenants  and  conditions  and  developments 
costs  authorized  by  the  DDA;  2)  includes  a  purchase  price  of  $43,320,000,  which  was  a 
competitive  price  achieved  through  a  competitive  request  for  proposals  process  based  on  the 
development  permitted  on  the  site  and  the  affordable  housing  requirements  of  the 
Redevelopment  Plan,  and  which  will  be  deposited  into  a  Trust  Account  maintained  by  the 
TJPA  for  use  to  help  pay  the  cost  of  constructing  the  new  Transbay  Transit  Center;  3)  will 
provide  no  less  than  109  affordable  family  housing  for  households  with  incomes  at  or  below 
50  percent  of  area  median  income;  and,  4)  will  assist  in  the  elimination  of  blight  by  converting 
a  underutilized  parking  lot  into  a  high-density,  mixed-use,  mixed-income  residential 
development;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  approves  and 
authorizes  OCII  to  execute  the  DDA  for  the  sale  of  the  Property  from  the  Office  of  Community 
Investment  and  Infrastructure  to  Block  9  Transbay,  LLC,  a  Delaware  limited  liability  company, 
substantially  in  the  form  of  the  DDA  lodged  with  the  City  Attorney,  and  to  take  such  further 
actions  and  execute  such  documents  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  DDA  on  behalf  of 
OCII.

WHEREAS,  Budget  cuts  to  school  districts  have  hampered  districts'  ability  to  provide 
transportation  to  students,  where  youth  ridership  on  schools  buses  already  sits  lowest  in  the 
nation  at  16%;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  transit  agencies  around  California  now  offer  reduced-price  or  free 
passes  for  youth  riders,  including  San  Francisco  which  has  made  low  and  moderate  income 
youth  eligible  for  free  transit  passes,  for  which  approximately  75%  (approximately  34,000)  of 
San  Francisco's  public  school  children  qualify;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA),  in 
conjunction  with  the  Los  Angeles  Metropolitan  Transportation  Authority  (LAMTA),  successfully 
changed  state  law  (SB  1746-Migden)  to  create  an  administrative  fine  and  processing 
alternative  for  adults  receiving  transit  related  violations,  most  commonly  for  fare  evasion,

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  aesthetic  beauty,  high  level  of  walkability,  and  general 
urban  character  are  vital  to  the  City's  tourist  industry  and  are  a  primary  reason  why 
businesses  and  residents  choose  to  locate  here;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  resident,  business,  and  tourist  communities  drive  demand  for 
wireless  services;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  wireless  carriers  face  a  challenge  of  integrating  the 
infrastructure  needed  for  wireless  service  in  a  manner  which  does  not  detract  from  the  City's 
beauty  or  adversely  impact  pedestrian  safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  Wireless  carriers  have  the  ability  to  use  various  types  of  designs  to  create 
networks  which  feature  a  combination  of  macros  (panel  antennas  hidden  in  fake  vent  pipes  on 
building  rooftops),  micros  (single  panel  antenna  hidden  on  rooftops  or  in  building  signage), 
small  cells  (antennas  affixed  to  City  owned  light  and  transit  poles),  and  Distributed  Antenna 
Systems  ("DAS")  which  feature  antennas  and  boxes  attached  to  non-City  owned  wooden 
utility  and  wooden  streetlight  poles;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  features  over  300  DAS  facilities  which  vary  greatly  in  size  from 
those  with  a  slender  unobtrusive  antenna  profile  and  two  to  three  modest  equipment 
enclosures  (hereinafter  "DAS  R");  to  those  with  multiple  panel  antennas  rising  well  into  view 
above  a  neighborhood,  and  three  to  four  bulky  equipment  enclosures  (hereinafter  "DAS  XL"); 
and 
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WHEREAS,  A  typical  well-designed  and  scale-appropriate  macro  site  on  a  building 
rooftop  can  provide  equivalent  coverage  and  capacity  (data  usage)  as  four  to  tv^elve  pole- 
mounted  DAS  facilities  while  avoiding  placement  of  elements  within  the  right-of-way,  where  in 
San  Francisco  sidewalks  are  often  narrow  and  setbacks  are  often  non-existent;  and 

WHEREAS,  DAS  facilities,  particularly  those  considered  "XL,"  can  generate  a  host  of 
negative  effects  including  concerns  over  structural  loading  on  wood  poles,  the  use  of  noise 
generating  fans  for  larger  equipment  cabinets  that  may  be  only  a  few  feet  away  from  a 
bedroom  bay  window,  the  potential  for  bulky  cabinet  enclosures  to  impair  light,  air,  and  view 
for  nearby  residents,  and  the  cumulative  negative  effect  such  facilities  may  have  on  historic 
residential  streetscapes  when  up  to  four  wireless  carriers  choose  to  site  near  each  other;  and 

WHEREAS,  Current  and  proposed  rules  that  may  be  under  review  by  the  California 
Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC),  along  with  existing  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
standards  present  challenges  that  could  result  in  DAS  systems  that  are  more  physically  and 
visually  obtrusive  than  technologically  needed  for  robust  wireless  coverage,  including  potential 
mandates  that  would  result  in  the  following  negative  outcomes:  new  sidewalk  mounted 
facilities  the  size  of  refrigerators;  meter  pedestals  on  sidewalks;  wider  pole-mounted  boxes  for 
larger  electric  meters;  and  replacement  poles  up  to  20  feet  higher  than  an  existing  pole;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco,  as  an  urban  environment,  has  different  and  more  intense 
demands  on  its  sidewalks  and  rights  of  ways;  including  a  high  level  of  pedestrian  traffic;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  highest  pedestrian  injury  rates  in  the  State 
and  the  city  is  committed  to  and  has  an  interest  in  improving  this  statistic;  and 

WHEREAS,  Sidewalk  elements,  such  as  surface  utilities  mounted  on  sidewalks  both 
limit  pedestrian  circulation  and  obscure  visibility  of  pedestrians,  which  is  a  primary  cause  of 
vehicular-pedestrian  collisions;  and 
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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  recently  seen  substantial  deployment  of  more 
comparatively  desirable  and  scale-appropriate  micro  or  macro  antennas  on  buildings  and  has 
decreased  the  time  required  to  process  an  application  for  rooftop  antennas;  now,  therefore,  be 
it 

RESOLVED,  That  San  Francisco  urges  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  and 
Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  to  adopt  rules,  regulations,  and  standards  that  minimize  impacts  on 
pedestrian  safety  and  aesthetic  blight  in  urban  environments  by  avoiding  the  need  for  DAS 
facilities  to  feature  large  sidewalk  mounted  facilities  and  electric  meters  and  substantial  pole 
height  increases;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  San  Francisco  urges  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company 
to  amend  its  rules  in  a  format  such  as  and  Advice  Letter  so  as  to  emulate  more  balanced

WHEREAS,  African  Elephants  are  being  poached  at  alarming  rates  —  an  average  of 
96  elephants  per  day  are  killed  and  some  estimates  suggest  that  central  African  elephants 
could  be  extinct  by  2025;  and 

WHEREAS,  More  than  1 ,020  rhinoceroses  out  of  a  remaining  29,000  in  the  wild  were 
poached  in  South  Africa  alone  in  2014;  and 

WHEREAS,  Rhinoceros  poaching  is  estimated  to  be  increasing  by  30%  each  year  and 
is  threatening  the  species  with  extinction;  and

persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable  communities  by 
providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased  economic 
opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (State  Law),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  otherwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Related/Mariposa  Development  Co.,  LLC,  a  California  limited  liability 
company  (or  any  successor  thereto  including  any  successor  owner  of  the  Project) 
(Borrower/Developer),  desires  to  construct  approximately  320  units  of  residential  rental 
housing  located  at  1601  Mariposa  Street  (Project);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  sehes  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(Bonds);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$200,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (Loan)  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced  and 
to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only  for  a 
temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to  the 
Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior  expenditures 
for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (Code),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  solely  to  satisfy 
the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  must  separately  procure  land  use  entitlements  from  the  City, 
following  completion  of  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act, 
and  is  subject  to  the  City's  discretion  to  modify,  approve  or  disapprove  the  land  use 
entitlements  for  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  January  21,  2015,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public 
hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  and  Community  Development  and  Community  Development  on  February  5,  2015,  to 
appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the 
City;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  held  the 
public  hearing  described  above  on  February  5,  2015,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for 
persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and  is 
the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  pnvate  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  1 1  8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established  by 
Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to  issue 
tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds:  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  California 
Debt  Allocation  Committee  (CDLAC)  prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  to 
certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  solely  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
Treasury  Regulations  and  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the  Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur 
any  indebtedness  or  proceed  with  the  Project.  The  Project  is  subject  to  the  City's  normal 
project  review  procedures,  including  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental 
Quality  Act,  and  is  subject  to  the  City's  discretion  to  modify,  approve  or  disapprove  the  Project 
following  completion  of  environmental  review. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  further 
declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual  expenditures 
made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the  Project 
is  $200,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  solely  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an  approval 
of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the  financial 
structure  of  the  Bonds. 
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Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director,  or  his  designee  of 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  (Director),  on  behalf  of  the  City, 
to  submit  an  application  (Application),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to 
CDLAC  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a 
portion  of  the  state  ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed 
$200,000,000. 

Section  9.  An  amount  equal  to  $100,000  (Deposit)  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  held  on 
deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures,  and  the 
Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which  Deposit  shall 
consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to  Section  515.01 
of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  (Hotel  Tax  Fund). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  and  Community  Development  is 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  an  amount  equal  to  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of 
California  from  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  11.  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or  advisable 
to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate  the 
purposes  of  this  Resolution.

Resolution  imposing  interim  zoning  controls  to  require  that  for  a  12-month  period  in 
the  area  bounded  by  Marlcet  Street  from  Van  Ness  Avenue  east  to  5th  Street  on  the 
north  side  and  east  to  2nd  Street  on  the  south  side,  2nd  Street  south  to  Brannan  Street, 
Brannan  Street  west  to  Division  Street,  and  South  Van  Ness  Avenue  north  to  l\/larket 
Street  certain  building  permits  for  any  building  with  some  commercial  use  shall  require 
the  posting  of  a  notice  and  a  15-day  delay  in  starting  the  work  and  the  re-estabiishment 
of  a  commercial  use  that  has  been  converted  to  residential  use  shall  require  Planning 
Commission  approval  through  either  an  authorization  under  Planning  Code,  Section 
320,  et  seq.,  or  a  conditional  use  authorization;  and  making  environmental  findings  and 
a  determination  of  consistency  with  the  eight  priority  policies  of  Planning  Code, 
Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  306.7  provides  for  the  imposition  of  interim  zoning 
controls  to  accomplish  several  objectives,  including  preservation  of  areas  of  mixed  residential 
and  commercial  uses  and  preservation  of  the  City's  rental  housing  stock;  and 

WHEREAS,  Planning  Code,  Section  320  provides  that  the  creation  of  25,000  square 
feet  or  more  of  additional  office  space  shall  be  subject  to  the  office  cap  and  other 
requirements  of  Section  320,  et  seq.  ("Proposition  M");  and 

WHEREAS,  for  the  purpose  of  office  development  authorizations  "preexisting  office 
space"  is  defined  as  "office  space  used  primarily  and  continuously  for  office  use  and  not 
accessory  to  any  use  other  than  office  use  for  five  years  prior  to  Planning  Commission 
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approval  of  an  office  development  project  which  office  use  was  fully  legal  under  the  terms  of 
San  Francisco  law";  and 

WHEREAS,  There  is  evidence  that  preexisting  office  space  has  been  converted 
without  benefit  of  a  permit  to  residential  use  in  multiple  buildings  in  the  area  of  San  Francisco 
bounded  by  Market  Street  from  Van  Ness  Avenue  east  to  5th  Street  on  the  north  side  and  to 
2nd  Street  on  the  south  side,  2nd  Street  south  to  Brannan  Street,  Brannan  Street  west  to 
Division  Street,  and  South  Van  Ness  north  to  Market;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  wants  to  control  the  removal  of  any  existing 
residential  uses  in  commercial  spaces  and  review  the  status  of  the  original  legal  uses  until 
such  time  as  the  Planning  Department  can  propose  permanent  legislation;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  is  aware  that  during  the  economic  downturn,  renting 
commercial  space  for  unpermitted  residential  use  was  an  attractive  economic  option  for  many 
property  owners,  but  the  economic  situation  has  changed  rapidly  and  office  use  in  the  Area  is 
in  demand;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  unpermitted  residential  spaces  have  become  an  important  source  of 
housing  for  residents  of  the  City,  and  preserving  the  City's  housing  stock,  particularly  its 
relatively  affordable  housing  stock  in  a  climate  of  scarce  housing  resources  and  relative  lack 
of  affordability,  is  of  paramount  concern;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  December  18,  2013,  in  Executive  Directive  13-01,  Mayor  Ed  Lee 
requested  City  Departments  to  make  recommendations  to,  among  other  things,  preserve  and 
promote  rental  housing  and  to  hold  public  hearings  when  a  loss  of  housing  is  proposed;  and

WHEREAS,  Under  current  California  law,  all  children  must  be  vaccinated  for  many 
diseases,  including  measles,  with  exemptions  granted  for  medical  reasons,  religious  beliefs, 
and  personal  beliefs;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  is  one  of  only  19  states  to  grant  exemptions  based  on  personal 
belief;  and 
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WHEREAS,  From  2000  to  2014,  the  rate  of  California  parents  requesting  personal 
belief  exemptions  from  vaccinations  tripled  to  one  in  every  40  kids;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2014,  according  to  the  Center  for  Disease  Control,  California 
began  experiencing  a  large  outbreak  of  measles  v^hen  at  least  40  people  who  visited  or 
worked  at  Disneyland  contracted  measles;  and 

WHEREAS,  Measles  infections  have  risen  to  infect  at  least  123  Californians  in  12 
counties;  and 

WHEREAS,  State  Senator  Richard  Pan,  along  with  co-authors  Senator  Ben  Allen  and 
Assemblymember  Lorena  Gonzalez,  introduced  SB  277,  which  will  require  that  only  children 
who  have  been  immunized  for  specific  diseases,  including  measles,  be  admitted  to  school  in 
California;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  strongly  supports  Senate  Bill 
277  repealing  the  personal  belief  exemption  for  vaccines;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  in  support  of 
achieving  and  maintaining  high  vaccination  levels  for  all  children,  unless  they  have  medical 
reasons  not  to  be  vaccinated.

WHEREAS,  The  CPUC  recognized  that  this  structure  can  provide  greater  opportunity

Resolution  supporting  the  Campus  Safety  and  Accountability  Act  of  2015,  landmark 
anti-sexual  assault  legislation  that  will  better  protect  and  empower  students,  increase 
responsiveness  when  crimes  occur;  and  establish  more  transparent  and  uniform 
accountability  standards  for  colleges  and  universities. 

WHEREAS,  An  American  woman  aged  18  to  24  is  at  the  highest  risk  of  sexual  assault 
victimization  compared  to  women  in  all  other  age  groups;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2013  alone,  colleges  and  universities  reported  over  5,000  forcible  sex 
offenses  to  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education;  and 

WHEREAS,  Forty-one  percent  of  schools  have  not  conducted  a  single  investigation  of 
a  sexual  assault  complaint  in  the  last  five  years  and  only  10-25%  of  students  found 
"responsible"  for  sexual  assault  were  permanently  kicked  off  campus;  and 

WHEREAS,  Approximately  80%  of  sexual  assault  crimes  against  undergraduate 
women  go  unreported  to  the  police;  and 

WHEREAS,  Only  16%  of  student  survivors  of  sexual  assault  received  assistance  from

WHEREAS,  CASA  is  intended  to  curtail  the  epidemic  of  sexual  violence  on  college  and 
university  campuses  by  protecting  and  empowering  students,  strengthening  accountability 
and  transparency  for  schools,  and  establishing  penalties  for  non-compliance;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  CASA,  colleges  and  universities  will  be  required  to  designate 
confidential  advisors  who  will  serve  as  a  resource  for  survivors  of  assault,  and  who  will  also 
be  tasked  with  coordinating  support  services  and  accommodations  for  survivors,  providing 
information  about  reporting  options,  and  guidance  or  assistance  in  reporting  the  crime  to 
campus  authorities  and/or  local  law  enforcement;  and 

WHEREAS,  CASA  ensures  that  the  confidential  advisor,  as  well  as  all  those 
responsible  for  investigating  these  crimes,  and  all  those  participating  in  disciplinary 
proceedings,  will  receive  specialized  training  to  ensure  that  they  have  a  firm  understanding  of 
the  nature  of  these  crimes  and  their  effect  on  survivors;  and 

WHEREAS,  CASA  requires  that  students  at  every  university  in  America  be  surveyed 
about  their  experiences  with  sexual  violence  so  that  a  more  accurate  picture  of  the  scope  of 
this  crisis  can  be  established;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  new  annual  survey  will  be  standardized  and  anonymous,  and  the 
results  will  be  published  online  so  that  parents,  caregivers,  and  students  can  make  informed

WHEREAS,  CASA  will  require  colleges  and  universities  to  enter  into  memoranda  of 
understanding  with  all  applicable  local  law  enforcement  agencies  to  clearly  delineate

Resolution  declaring  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  intent  to  work  with  other  cities  to 
prevail  upon  the  owners  of  delinquent  mortgages  to  sell  these  at-risk  loans  to  qualified 
non-profits  that  have  the  funding  and  infrastructure  to  purchase,  restructure,  and  hold 
the  mortgages  in  order  to  prevent  foreclosures  and  help  keep  struggling  homeowners 
in  their  homes. 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  beginning  of  the  housing  crisis  in  2007,  more  than  four  million 
families  have  lost  their  homes  to  foreclosure,  which  has  contributed  to  state  and  local 
governments  facing  crippling  budget  deficits;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Controller's  recent  report,  "Assisting  Homeowners  with 
Troubled  Mortgages,"  found  that  between  2008  and  2012,  San  Francisco  had  3,827 
foreclosures;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  report  found  that,  while  the  rate  of  foreclosures  in  San  Francisco  has 
decreased  since  201 1 ,  the  south  and  southeastern  neighborhoods  of  the  City  continue  to  be 
disproportionately  impacted  by  foreclosures;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  report  found  that  3,002  loans  in  the  City  were  owner-occupied  units 
that  were  underwater  or  near-underwater,  and  that  746  of  these  at-risk  loans  had  predatory 
features  such  as  interest-only,  negative  amortization,  or  a  balloon  payment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  report  found  that  these  at-risk  borrowers  are  also  concentrated  in  the 
south  and  southeastern  neighborhoods  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  Foreclosures  have  a  negative  social  and  economic  impact  on  the  affected 
families,  neighborhoods,  and  on  our  city  as  a  whole;  and

Resolution  urging  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  Board  to  adopt 
a  requirement  that  applicants  demonstrate  labor  harmony  conditions  as  part  of  the 
Commuter  Shuttle  Pilot  Program  and  any  other  permanent  Commuter  Shuttle  Program. 


WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  has 
adopted  a  Commuter  Shuttle  Policy  and  Pilot  Program  (Program);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  ensure  the  orderly  use  of  private 
commuter  shuttles  in  conjunction  with,  and  without  interference  to,  the  operations  of  the 
SFMTA's  Muni  bus  service,  to  ameliorate  any  impedance  or  dangers  to  vehicular,  bicycle  and 
pedestrian  traffic  occasioned  by  the  increased  deployment  of  commuter  shuttle  services,  and 
to  otherwise  ensure  the  safety  of  the  public;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  found  that  the  promotion  of  the  use  of  private  mass 
transportation  has  significant  beneficial  effects,  provided  operational  precautions,  which 
include  permitting,  the  enforcement  of  standards,  and  the  monitoring  of  the  impact  of  the 
program  on  the  community;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  adopted  Transportation  Code,  Section  914,  to  establish  the 
program  to  regulate  the  use  of  Muni  stops  by  commuter  shuttles;  and 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  Program  entails  the  conditional  sharing  of  access  to  such  stops 
by  permitted  private  commuter  shuttles,  a  chief  concern  and  purpose  of  the  Program  is  to 
ensure  the  effective  operation  of  the  City's  public  mass  transit  system  and,  specifically,  to 
ensure  the  expedient  and  safe  access  by  Muni  buses  to  SFMTA  bus  stops;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  adopting  the  Program,  the  SFMTA  made  the  following  general  findings 
of  purpose:  1)  Provide  a  safe  environment  for  commuter  shuttle  riders  as  well  as  other  street 
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users;  2)  Support  the  commuter  shuttle  operations;  3)  Integrate  commuter  shuttles  into  the 
existing  multi-modal  transportation  system;  4)  Ensure  that  commuter  shuttles  do  not  adversely 
affect  operations  of  public  transportation  in  San  Francisco;  5)  Consistently  and  fairly  apply  and 
enforce  any  regulations/policies  governing  shuttle  operations;  6)  Work  collaboratively  with 
shuttle  sector  to  develop  policies  and  resolve  concerns  and  conflicts;  7)  Establish  a  program 
structure  that  meets  current  needs,  and  that  has  the  potential  to  evolve  as  the  sector  grov^/s 
and  needs  change;  8)  Develop  processes  with  attention  to  effective  enforcement  and  ease  of 
administration  and  on-going  oversight;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SFMTA  provides  an  essential  public  function  to  the  citizens  of  San 
Francisco,  the  interference  with  which  has  a  significant  impact  on  the  lives  of  the  public  and 
the  commerce  of  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Program  must  ensure  that  commuter  shuttles  do  not  adversely  affect 
public  transportation  operations;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  State  law  the  City  has  plenary  authority  to  regulate  the  use  of  its 
streets  and  sidewalks,  subject  to  the  rights  retained  by  the  people  over  public  places  pursuant 
to  the  state  and  federal  constitutions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City's  authority  extends  to  the  regulation  and  control  of  traffic  and  the 
operation  of  public  transportation  within  its  borders;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  finds  that  considerable  public  resources 
have  been  expended  to  develop  an  integrated  public  transit  system,  which  includes  the 
development  of  bus  routes,  the  designation  and  construction  of  regular  bus  stops,  the  analysis 
and  monitoring  of  traffic,  bicycle  and  pedestrian  routes,  and  the  enforcement  or  rules  and 
regulations;  and 
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WHEREAS,  By  permitting  commuter  shuttles  to  access  and  utilize  SFMTA  bus  stops, 
the  SFMTA  may  establish  the  terms  of  use  and  ensure  the  operations  of  the  SFMTA  system 
are  not  hampered  or  disrupted;  and 

WHEREAS,  Unlike  the  SFMTA,  commuter  shuttle  services  are  private  companies 
whose  labor  relations  are  governed  by  federal  law;  and 

WHEREAS,  Federal  law  authorizes  and  permits  the  resolution  of  labor  disputes 
through  economic  action,  including  picketing  at  the  place  of  business  of  the  employer  that  is 
involved  in  the  labor  dispute;  and 

WHEREAS,  Federal  law  prohibits  the  picketing  of  secondary  employers  and,  with 
respect  to  transportation  businesses,  requires  any  such  action  to  be  performed  by  roving 
pickets  that  must  follow  the  vehicles  from  location  to  location  or  meet  the  vehicle  where  it 
stops;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  is  not  an  employer  protected  by  the  prohibition  of  secondary 
picketing  under  federal  law,  and  peaceful  picketing  in  a  public  forum,  such  as  the  sidewalks,  is 
a  constitutionally-protected  activity;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  a  labor  dispute  involving  a  commuter 
shuttle  service  that  has  requested  to  participate  in  the  Program,  and  that  has  been  granted  a 
permit  to  utilize  Designated  Stops,  will  likely  result  in  the  disruption  of  the  orderly  operation  of 
SFMTA  buses,  namely  impeding  the  timely  arrival  and  departure  of  SFMTA  buses  at 
Designated  Stops,  the  disruption  of  traffic  around  such  Designated  Stops,  and  the  impedance 
of  rider  access  to  board  or  alight  SFMTA  buses  at  Designated  Stops;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  further  finds,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in 
SFMTA's  findings  related  to  the  adoption  of  Transportation  Code,  Section  914,  including  the 
fact  that  on  a  daily  basis  commuter  shuttle  services  make  2,497  stops  in  the  City,  that  the 
coordination  of  commuter  shuttle  services  within  the  existing  SFMTA  bus  transportation 
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network  requires  assurances  that  public  bus  service  will  not  be  interrupted,  delayed  or 
otherwise  affected  by  labor  disputes  involving  the  commuter  shuttles  which  have  been 
permitted  to  share  SFMTA  bus  stops;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  there  is  a  substantial  likelihood  of  disruption  of  SFMTA's 
operations  in  the  event  of  a  labor  dispute  involving  a  commuter  shuttle  that  participates  in  the 
Program,  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  finds  that  consideration  of  the  extent  to  which  a  commuter 
shuttle  service  has  secured  or  provided  for  labor  harmony  must  be  a  component  of  the 
Program,  and  a  criterion  of  the  Shuttle  Service  Providers'  application  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  that  the  City  has  a  proprietary  interest  in 
ensuring  the  uninterrupted  operation  of  the  SFMTA  and  specifically,  the  provision  of  public 
bus  transportation  to  its  citizens;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supenyisors  further  finds  that  considerable  public  resources 
have  been  expended  on  developing  the  SFMTA  bus  system,  and  that  considerable  additional 
resources  will  continue  to  be  expended  to  implement,  administer  and  develop  the  Program;

WHEREAS,  The  City  further  finds  that  a  Shuttle  Service  provider's  participation  in  the

Resolution  supporting  Gerawan  farm  workers  their  right  to  be  represented  by  the 
United  Farm  Workers,  and  urging  Gerawan  Farming  to  implement  the  terms  of  their 
contract. 

WHEREAS,  In  1990,  during  the  last  major  organizing  drive  under  Cesar  Chavez's 
leadership,  farm  workers  at  Gerawan  Farming  voted  in  a  state-conducted  secret-ballot 
election  for  representation  by  United  Farm  Workers  (UFW),  with  the  Agricultural  Labor 
Relations  Board  (ALRB)  subsequently  certifying  UFW  as  the  farm  workers'  union 
representative;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  following  twenty-three  years,  Gerawan  mounted  various  legal 
challenges  to  the  elections  results,  was  found  by  the  ALRB  to  have  fired  crew  employees  and 
closed  six  farm  labor  camps  in  retaliation  for  their  UFW  support,  petitioned  the  National  Labor 
Relations  Board  to  find  some  Gerawan  employees  ineligible  for  UFW  representation,  and  is 
now  engaged  in  a  hearing  regarding  allegations  it  repeatedly  and  illegally  campaigned  to 
decertify  the  UFW;  and 

WHEREAS,  Because  of  Gerawan's  punitive  practices  and  ongoing  refusal  to  negotiate 
a  contract,  the  UFW  invoked  California's  Mandatory  Mediation  Law  in  2013  to  hammer  out 
contract  terms  -  with  the  state-appointed  mediator  issuing  a  three-year  contract  that  was 
finalized  in  November  2013  by  the  ALRB,  which  ordered  it  to  take  effect  right  away;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  terms  of  the  contract  included  retroactive  wage  increases  and  holiday 
compensation  payments  from  July  201 3  -  July  2014  of  approximately  $1 ,700  for  most  of 
Gerawan's  5,000  employees,  which  Gerawan  still  refuses  to  implement  -  a  refusal  resulting  in 
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the  loss  of  millions  of  dollars  in  increased  wages  to  Gerawan's  employees  over  the  course  of 
the  contract's  entirety  and  lost  revenue  to  the  California  economy;  and 

WHEREAS,  Upon  extensive  investigations  by  the  state,  the  ALRB  chief  prosecutor 
issued  a  28-page  complaint  detailing  the  actions  taken  by  Gerawan  "to  undermine  the  UFW's 
status  as  its  employees  bargaining  representative;  to  turn  its  employees  against  the  union;  to 
promote  decertification  of  the  UFW;  and  to  prevent  the  UFW  from  ever  representing  its 
employees  under  a  collective  bargaining  agreement";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  regional  director  of  the  ALRB  dismissed  two  Gerawan  attempts  at 
UFW  decertification;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  ALRB  General  Counsel  is  prosecuting  Gerawan  for  specific  hostile 
management  practices  which  included  supervisors  encouraging  employees  during  and  after 
work  hours  to  sign  the  decertification  petition,  cancelling  work  and  directing  employees  to  pro- 
decertification  protests,  and  allowing  employees  supportive  of  decertification  to  arrive  late  to 
work,  leave  early,  and  miss  work  altogether  to  engage  in  signature-gathering  while  enforcing 
strict  attendance  policy  measures  against  employees  not  supportive  of  decertification;  and 

WHEREAS,  Gerawan  Farming  is  the  most  recent  example  in  the  agriculture  industry's 
obstructionist  practices  toward  employee  organizing  efforts;  and 

WHEREAS,  Gerawan  is  being  supported  by  extremist  right  groups  that  include  the 
Center  for  Constitutional  Jurisprudence  and  Grover  Norquist's  Center  for  Worker  Freedom,  a
